A land  of  gracious  living,  Santa  Barbara  County 
is  leisurely,  hospitable  and  naturally  beautiful  in 
its  oak-covered  hills,  mountains,  expanses  of  sea- 
shore and  many  tree-shaded  valleys.

Original 
planting  of  gardens  duplicated  with  15,000  plants. 

Las  Cruces— gateway  to  Lompoc  Valley,  flower  seed 
capital  of  the  world. 


Montecito  and  Hope  Ranch— suburb  of  Santa  Bar- 
bara. Large  residences  and  estates.  Fine  hotels  and 
motels. 

Orcutt-trading  center  for  Orcutt  oil  field.

County  Court- 
house. elaborate  building  in  park  setting;  finest 
Spanish  architecture  and  decorations.  Public  Library 
with  outside  reading  room.  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
choice  collections.  Santa  Barbara  Mission:  famous 
twin  bell  towers,  hand-carved  doors,  century-old 
gardens.  Conducted  tours  for  visitors.  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  well-displayed  exhibits  of  present- 
day  animal  and  prehistoric  Indian  life  of  area. 
Botanic  Garden:  thousands  of  plants  of  hundreds 
of  different  species.  Ocean  front:  yacht  harbor, 
University  of  California-Santa  Barbara  campus 
(new  site).  West  Beach  and  Municipal  Pool,  the 
Wharf,  East  Beach,  picnic  ground,  palm-lined 
Cabrillo  Blvd.  Superb  hotels  and  motels  along 
ocean,  in  town  and  on  Riviera.  Swimming,  surf 
sports,  fishing,  sailing,  golf,  riding,  etc. 

Santa  Maria— little  city  with  big  streets— originally 
built  wide  enough  to  turn  wagons  drawn  by  six-ox 
teams.  Center  of  great  flower  and  vegetable  seed 
producing  area.  During  blooming  seasons  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  brilliant  color  stretch  in  all  direc- 
tions. Fine  inns,  hotels,  motels,  trailer  camps.  Home 
of  University  of  Southern  California  College  of 
Aeronautics. 


Lompoc— this  valley  and  Santa  Maria  Valley  to- 
gether produce  almost  90%  of  world's  flower  seeds. 
Flowers  in  great  squares  of  color  blanket  the  valley 
floor  for  miles.  Hotels  and  motels. 

Los  Alamos  - trading  center  for  big  ranching 
country. 

Los  Olivos— has  tavern  which  once  served  stage- 
coach passengers.  Gateway  to  Figueroa  Mountain 
Lookout  (4500').
